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1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because 
the specification, while being enabling for the first terminal portion extending from the 
first electrode plate and the second terminal portion extending from the second 
electrode plate, does not reasonably provide enablement for both the first and second 
terminal portions extending from both the first and second electrode plates. The 
specification is also enabling for the first lead electrically connected to the first terminal 
portion and the second lead electrically connected to the second terminal portion but 
does not reasonably provide enablement for the first and second leads both electrically 
connected to both the first and second terminal portions. The specification is also 
enabling for the first terminal portion and the second portion electrically respectively 
connected to the inner face of the first electrode pin and the second electrode pin but 
does not reasonably provide enablement for the first terminal portion and the second 
terminal portion both being electrically connected to both the inner faces of the first 
electrode pin and the second electrode pin. The specification does not enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

4. Claims 10-20, 22, 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In lines 8-9 of claim 10, the expression "a second terminal portion" is unclear 
because it is not known if this is the same as the second terminal portion set forth in line 
3 of this claim or if this is different terminal portion? 

Claims 11-12, 22 dependent on claim 10, fall therewith. 

Claim 13, line 8, the expression "wherein in the cover" is unclear because it is not 
understood what is meant by this terminology. Also, "pouch cover" in line 12 of this 
claim finds no proper antecedent basis. 

Claims 14-20, 23, dependent on claim 13, fall therewith. (Claim 18 is objected to 
being dependent on itself). 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Skoumpris-US 6,586,134. (Skoumpris) 
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Reference is made to Figures 1 , 2, 4, 6 of Skoumpris along with column 2, line 
20 through column 4, line 67. These portions of Skoumpris disclose a battery including 
a pouch casing 22, a pouch cover 21, both of which are made of stainless steel and 
wherein the cover includes a resin layer as seen in Figure 4. The two claimed pins 
comprise members 49 and 20 in Skoumpris wherein the pin 20 is electrically insulated 
from the cover 21 by glass-to-metal seal 54. The reinforcement comprises metal piece 
38/34/36 which reinforces the top and side portions of the cell along with the separator 
24 which reinforces the bottom of the cell. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Muffoletto et al. show dual pins protruding from the cover of a battery of interest; 
the two Wyser patents disclose batteries including dual pins from a pouch battery and 
Goto teach a flat battery with terminals passing through a portion of the battery 
enclosure of interest.
